Before passing on to figures, may I emphasize the fact that the thoroughly 
equipped X-Ray laboratory is universally recognized as an absolute!} necessarj 
unit to the modern hospital of today. 

A- applied to patients coming into its field of usefulness, in the diagnosis and 
treatment of disease scientifically, il has won and found a place within the ranks 
<>f medical laboratories, where it eminently stands second to none in service and im 
|H)rtance, 

At thi-v time I have the pleasure of submitting fur consideration a lull \ 
rep* rt. 

It is indeed gratifying to note here the interest and co-operation shown this 
comparatively new reorganized department. While much has been accomplished, 
yet there is more to be clone in the way of miner impr ovem ents. War pri 
material and lack of sufficient funds have to be considered. In tin this, a 

very rigid economy necessarily must be practised This has been pushed, without 
sight of efficiency; such as repairing of old tubes at half cost ; saving in plate 
Iliad-rial, i e , malting of two exposures on one plate when found convenient. 

Used and discarded negatives of no history value are stored away to be sold 
to manufacturers as old glass. An item of (183.00 was obtained in this way. 

Under improvements: A new high-power machine of latest construction 
was installed An allowance of $237.00 was obtained for the old one. So that now 
snap-shot exposures are possible, eliminating entirely the much-dreaded X-Ray 
bum; saving of plates and giving more satisfactory results. An upright Ruroscopic 
apparatus was also purchased, whereby lung, heart and stomach conditions ma) be 
studied directly by the eye. Since its installation in June to the present date, 
18+ patients have been examined; some presenting strictures oi the gullet, tacks, 
pins and coins in the respiratory passages and stomach, otln rs presenting dilatations. 
of blood vessels, abnormal hearts, diseased lungs, etc. These examinations insured 
a more rational treatment to the patient. 

It is worthy of note here to state that this department is serving the accident 
room and outdoor clinics, as well as the house patients. 

Since reorganization, a comparative analysis of six mouths, July to December 
1915 and July to Decemljcr I 'Mo shows an increase of 329 patients.
